I venture to say that any writer on general 


topics who will undertake to answer all the let- 
ters ho receives, or accept suggoatioua from 
all who offer them, will find time for nothing 
else at all. But I ahall try in a general way to 
anawer many inquiries about the work and the 
pay of a writer of thia city, and thia muat suf- 
fice for the Bieseut. 


Let me say, in the firat place, to any one 


wishing to come here to write, and th»ro aeems 
to be ao many, that no one can write as well 
here aa in the rest aud peace of home. Re- 
member you have the same Shakspearo, By- 
ron, Bible—all the books, indeed, in eveu the 
remotest pait of the country that are used 
here, and if you can't write "immortal things" 
where you are, you can't do it in New Yorto 
and theie ia no uao thinking of it 
There ia 


nothing hero to sharpen your mind, but there 
is much to confuae and dull it Unlike London 
and Paris, literary men do not always touch el- 
bowa here. You might hover about the Atlan- 
tic seaboard for years and not see Holmes, or 
Howells, or Whitman, and such men, unlesa 
you made a special miaaion to their ahrines. 1 
should say to everyone wishing to write, re- 
main whore you are, under your native skies, 
among tho birds and hoists and flowers where 
you wore born; keep at work quietly and pa- 
tiently at whatever you find • pleasant and at 
hand, and obaerve these things, write of theae 
things; and then you will write truly and well, 
and what you write will be read, too. I tell 
you, if tho humblest shoemaker in Oshkoab 
should think out cleverly and write truly and 
briefly, tho best of bia life in Oahkoah, the 
birds, the beaats, tho trees, the people,—above 
all, the people, the heart and 'he humanity in 
them, their delights and their pathetic longings 
and sorrows, he would be a greater man than 
Shakeapeare, and need not leave hia bench or 
go beyond tho sound of hia own hammer to 
"write immortal thinga."

biab in writing hia book.

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Therefore, young man from the maplo trees 
of the Wabasu I advise you to concentrate. 
In other words, boil down yonr sngar water. 
There seems to be no royal road to the pres- 
ence or the favor of a great editor here. That 
they arc anxious to get and ready to pay well 
lor able, terso, and live literary work no one 
doubts. But they are as a rule invisible, often 
entirely inaccessible. And this is absolutely 
necessary. I know the ambition of my life 
twelve years ago when I first passed through 
this citV was to see Horace Greeley. I was not 
permitted to see him and thought hard of it at 
the time. But of course he could not see 
every one who wanted to aee him. Ihe truth 
is I "never saw this man's faoe. I have never 
Been that of W. ». Howells or George W. 
Curtis, much as I admire and respect them. 
There is a great battle going on hero, and little 
time ia allowed for officers to shake hands m. 


The5 (treat editorials and "leaders" are mostly 


written, J reckon, by the editors-in-chief; the 
leaser editorials by the staff. And how to get 
on this "staff." As I said before, there is no 
regular road. A friend of mine who had lew- 
nro and lots to say, and a thunder-and-hght- 
ning capacity for saying it, bombarded an 
editor with editorials recently till he made a 
breach for himself, killed off one or two of the 
reenlai "staff," perhaps, and «o got a place for 
himself. Some day hia red-hot shot will give 
out and he will have to give place to a new 
blood. And no it goes. I think my friend has 
never yet met one of the "staff;" certainly not 
the editor-in-chief. 
Some editorials are written by officers, both 


military and civil I know a professor at Har- 
vard who writes sloshing editorials, and I 
reckon other universities also afford writers of 
force and culture for the press. 
The reportorial department is, of course, 


quite another thing. Here, if you have news, 
new news, news of a city in ashes in four lines, 
a prize-fight in forty, a first class hanging in a 
hundred lines, you can soil it instantly, and for 
cash. At your own price? Oh, no. ion must 
have a regular Chatham street barter with the 
city editor, for he, poor fellow, is put there to 
twist and screw and to pen in the interests of 
the soulless corporation which employs him, 
and often even while you barter your news be- 
comes old news, and it ia of no account Then, 
eveu after you sell it, the blue pencil cuts your 
contemptible S10 down to 83. So, looking at the 
flying brigade of reporters hovering about 
the great gray, aud hideous postoflice of New 
York and its environs, I should say their life 
"is uot a happy one." The regular reporter of 
a great paper, however, is a man of some im- 
agination, and is well paid, too. But he has to 
bo as sharp as a whole briar patch to hold his 
own here in New York. He must not only be 
bright, but honest and truthful. I know it is 
the fashion to set him down as a brazen fellow, 
given to falsehood. So far from that, I have 
found them sensitive, manly, true, and truth- 
ful 
A reporter or interviewer who would re- 


nort falsely to his editor would hold his place 
iust about long enough to get down stairs after 
the discovery. And whenever you hear any- 
one of prominence who has been interviewed 
roaring about the mendacity and brass of the 
reporter, you con set it down aa pretty certain 
that Uiis same roarer sought to be interviewed, 
hat! tho interview written out, and said all and 
a great deal more thau the reporter had set 
down, and said it in a much worse form, too. 
But thia is digioseire. I only wanted to say 
that I have always fouud this sort of writers 
tho brightest and best of the lot of writers iii 
New York, in apito of all that is said against 
them, lint the reporter and interviewer is 
uot made. He is bom, and all that which 
would be (lull aud heavy in a very solid 
writer's hands ho makes to shine like gold. 
Yet this life at l»at is hard, sleepless, full of 
peril; and of poverty, too. 
This too, IB abuut as indefinite and uncertain 


as their employment Wo all remember Bret 
Kane's salary "of 810,000 from a Boston house. 
And wo hear of one or two other able writers 
who received this large sum. But if yon sit 
down and compare the pay of tho bank presi- 
dents, the railroad officers, coal-miners, gold- 
mine™, officers of flvery kind of company you 
may name almost, you will find the writers, so 
far as cash is concerned, at the bottom of the 
list Of course, "pay" to a man who feels that 
he has a mission to write, to teach and preach 
with his quill, is not the chief eat thing; there 
are better things on earth than money. But I 
have pnt the case in this light so that my 
vonng friends who want to cnt loose from 
home and oomo to New York to write can sea 
that even after they have served the seven 
years' apprenticeship and got a plaoo and all, 
that they are more poorly paid than is a eno- 
cessfnl man in the lumber business, dairy 
business, or any one of the ten thousand noble 
pursuits ready at hand to the world-builders of 


A dasire to avoid giving names forbids en- 


tering into detailed facts here. But I ma; uy 


that of all writers Josh Billings is perhaps the 
best paid, not excepting Tennyson. He ex- 
plained to me only last week, while we lunched 
together, that he receive $400 for twelve words. 
This, of course, came from one of the wealthy 
New York mercantile houses, which wanted 
one of his quaint sayings for au advertisement 
Many of hia beat thinga are diopoaed of in this 
way. Aa he was an auctioneer and without a 
dollar till nearly three-score years old, he is 
not above peddling out his work at the beet 
figure now. He is rich, drives a fine team, is 
kindly and gentle as a girl, and don't you set 
him down for a bit of a fool But here again 
is digression. 


The writing of plays is perhaps the beat 


source of profit to the author if ho is caroful to 
put them into the bauds of honest actora 
Yet 


it is the most tedious and difficult work, unless 
hofallainto tlio fashion of translating fiom 
.the Fiench or Spanish. In this kind of work, 
however, the roal author who desires to pro- 
duce works of his own can have no heart or 
honest interest, and so ho trios to write an 
original play, and of course fails. This ia tho 
one desire, apparently, of all writers—to write 
a play! And what'one ot us has uot failed in 
this d rectiou'' I think I wrote at loaat a do/en 
plays bef 01 el tried verse. It is hard now to 
tell which was the worst of the twelve 
I tliinic 


every attorney's clerk, certainly every Harvard 
or Yale graduate, has at least a brace ot plays 
But no one will produce them. Few will rend 
them. Yet BO tar from their being dull or 
worthless, they are often great. But they 
are fashioned after the 
Greek, or after 


Shakespeare, aud out of date. 
And yet 


with all thia prolific work iu thia field 
eveiycitv in Europe and America is waiting, 
longing, hogging for playa. This it seems to 
mo ia the beat opening for the new writer, felt 
right at home; serve your seven years or ap- 
prenticeship in thinking, iu planning, in put- 
ting together aud taking apartjxiiliug with your 
hands meantime, if need bt; like Burns or 
Broomfield, and my word for it, my young as- 
pirants, yon will be happier, bettor, do better 
wtok, more original and desirable than if you 
should cut loose all ties and come here to thia 
railroad town to harbor in gariots aud IJohe- 
miamze. Bo convinced am X of all this that eo 
soon as possible I shall set my face firmly for 
the farthest west Ten years of this is enough, 
aud I know well that better work can be done 
outside of all this uoiao and nonsense thau in 
the heart of it. It will be a great day when 1 
can escape out of it all and get back home and 
have a bit of land, if only chaparral and wild 
Hewers, on tho farther slope of the Sterraa 
And so, my would-be Bohemians, lot uot tliia 
long, open letter to you bo m vain. But stay 
right there where God aet you down in the 
battle of life, and make tho fight for your own 
door-atep. 


Lord Byron's Mother. 


Beview of "Life of Byron." 


Then we learu how the widowed mother at- 


tempted to educate her son in democracy aud 
deportment, while his pious Scotch nurae in- 
structed him in tho sternest of Calvmiatic 
theology. Tho latter Byron remembered grate- 
fully, though not practically, to the end of hia 
life. Of tho former—the mother—what can bo 
said but what all the world knows, aud knowa 
to her ahame? Tho woman who belied all the 
traditions of tho "blue blood" which undeniably 
filled her veins, by a poraon that eveu in her 
youth could only bo deacribed as "dumpy" and 
a gait beat known aa a "waddle"; the woman 
who would have been mistaken for a farmer's 
daughter but for "her silks and feathers, the 
rings on her fingers, and tho jewelry about her 
short, thick nock"; the woman who could 
neither speak Engliuh without a broad Scotch 
brogue or write a letter without commit- 
ting tho moat comical blunders; the woman 
who scolded her husband from morning 
until night, to the amusement of her neigh- 
bora—this woman waa little likely to bo a 
mother of whom a son might think with ten- 
dernosa or pride. 
Bn t few women would be 


capable of the contemptible weakneaa, tho un- 
disciplined rage, the cruel madueas of speech 
by which this mother became "an equally per- 
plexing and appalling fact for him to study, 
ponder over, and dread." 
What might not bo 


predicted of evil from such an unhappy influ- 
ence through all the years of infancy, boyhood 
and youth? 
A pity, so sroat it might almoat 


bo called pardon, must almoat follow tho un- 
fortunate who had 
no holier memory of 


motherhood than this passionate, vindictive 
woman, who could mock and gibe at the child 
of her lloah and blood for being "a lame biat!" 
Well may wo believe that auch a taunt upon 
such lipe, "a fearful light came from the child's 
eyas—tbo light that so often flashed from them 
in the coming time." There is no heart so hard 
it would not thrill with compassion for tho boy

Harness makers are scarce, and 
blacksmiths can find work in many 
of the towns. A good portable saw- 
mill would do well around here, 
though they are plenty in some por- 
tions of the state. It is almost im- 
possible to haul logs four to six miles 
to saw-mills, and then the lumber to 
be hauled back, while a mill that 
could be easily moved from one 
place to another would do well. 


It would astonish your readers to 


see tho amount of vegetables going 
over the railroads in one day, as it 
is enormous.

What Caused the Trouble. 


A special to the Chicago Times 


from Belleville gives the following 
explanation of tho causes ot the re- 
cent strike of miners iu that region: 


The trouble in tho mining district 


arises from the fact that tho union 
demanded that the operators pay t ho 
minors 2A cents per bushel fur min- 
ing; that miners working after u I'lii- 
chine be paid Ig cents per bnsbel, 
and that miners for running a ma- 
chine bo paid 43» cents per foot of 
four feet depth, and also that sh jv- 
elers be paid $2 per day. 
The ope- 


rators do not object to the first price 
demanded of 2. cents per bushel, as 
they consider that reasonable, if all 
the operators pay it, but they refuse 
to pay the price demanded for ma- 
chine labor, because in thia work 
miners are not needed, common la- 
borers being competent to'do it The 
union also demands that the opera- 
tors agree not to sell or furnish coal, 
directly or indirectly, to any operators 
whose mines are stopped through re- 
fnsal to pay the price demanded or 
to comply with the demands of the 
miners. Several other demands of 
less importance are also made, to all 
of which the operators refuse to ac- 
cede. 
No 
compromise 
is oven 


thought of by them, and the opera- 
tors are not suffering from the stop- 
page, because there is plenty of coal 
on hand. The supply far exceeds 
the demand, and the number of. la- 
borers is entirely too great for the 
work required. 
The blame, they 


say, lies on the union, and it is 
thought that a number of new men 
from Pennsylvania have been instru- 
mental in stirring up the trouble.

THE DOCTORS IN COUNCIL. 


Annual Meeting of the State Eclec- 


tic Medical Society. 


The Address of Welcome and Response. 


This forenoon at 10 o'clock the fifteenth 


annnal meeting of the Illinois State 
Medical Society began at the City Hall in 
the council chamber, and there were pres- 
ent at the opening hour about 25 mem- 
bers.

The meeting was called to order by 


President 
Stratford, and 
prayer was 


offered by Bev. N. S. Haynes, of Deca- 
tnr, State Evangelist of the Christian 
Church. 


The address of welcome on behalf of 


Decatur and her hospitable citizens was 
delivered by Hon. W. E. Nelson, of De- 
catur, -who was introduced by Mayor 
Chambers. 1 he welcome was of a most 
cordial character, and the response on 
behalf of the society was made by Presi- 
dent Stratford, who thanked the city's 
representative for the kindly words ex- 
pressed by him. 


The following committee on credentials 


was appointed: Dr. Jay, of Chicago; Dr. 
Clark, of Decatnr; Dr. Duff, of Chicago, 
whose report subsequently presented was 
adopted. 


THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 


President Stratford delivered his an- 


nual address. It contained words com- 
mendatory of the Eclectic school of med- 
icine. It rejects the false and embraces 
the true methods. We have never sought 
to create any monopoly. But our rivals, 
who boast of being regulars, have 
discarded their lancet and many of their 
arts and nostrums. The Homoeopathists 
are seeking a broader field than that of 
infinitesimal area fenced in by the limits 
of "simiha similibus curantur." Both 
are coming to us, though neither will ac- 
knowledge the fact. * * * Tho great 
aim of eclecticism is to lay the deepest 
and broadest foundation. A broad and 
liberal culture is indispensable. Eclec- 
ticism em maintain the prestige oE its 
name only by thorough culture. Eclec- 
ticism is no longer am experiment, no 
longer simply an innovation upon time- 
honored customs. It is the principle of 
enlarged conception of truth, an inductive 
philosophy, and ia laden with the facts 
and "products of experience. Bepresen- 
tatives of our system are located in al- 
most every city and town in the country. 
The closing portion of the address was of 
an eulogistic character, complimentary to 
the bravery and patience and faithfulness 
of all physicians, no matter of what 
school. 


The address was listened 
to with 


marked attention and was received with 
applause. 


After the circulation of documents and 


action on the report of the committee on 
credentials, the meeting adjourned until 
2 o'clock this afternoon. 


The report of Secretary Cashman shows 


that there are now 161 members of the 
state society and that there are about 700 
physicians of the Eclectic school of medi- 
cine in Illinois. The report also shows 
that the society is on a sound financial 
basis and that it is flourishing.

tic Association have their headquarters 
at the Palace hotel, where they can be 
found when not in attendance at the con- 
vention at the opera house.

that the strange young men who come to 
reside in our city should receive such a 
welcome from the Y. M. 0. A. that temp- 
tation to evil ways may not reach them. 


In regard to the various meetings of 


the association, we are glad to say they 
are in excellent condition, and, we be- 
lieve, nre doing much good. The jail 
committcc,withT. 1). Talmadge chairman, 
deserves great credit for the persistence 
of its labor; they certainly ought to have 
more assistance in this work than they 
arc now receiving. You have their report 
before you nnd can judge for yourself as 
to the eilieieney of their work. The com- 
mittee on cottage meetings, with Geo. T. 
Tucker chairman, present a very encour- 
aging report this month. You can have 
no hesitation in commending their work. 
They also need more aid in conducting 
meetings. 
The K. E. committee, with 


Geo. A. Henderson chairman, has made 
the most encouraging progress of any 
other department of the work. Having 
more difficulties to meet, it has met and 
overcome them, and is now conducting 
very interesting meetings every Sunday 
afternoon, with an increased attendance. 
You should commend the work of Bro. 
Henderson to the attention of the many 
Christians iu Decatur and ask that he re- 
ceive more assistance from them. His 
work is certainly an efficient one, and de- 
serving of more attention. There being 
no standing committee in charge of the 
meetings held in the rooms, they have not 
been able to furnish such encouraging re- 
ports. We would recommend that the 
Tuesday evening meeting bo made exclu- 
sively a young men's devotional meeting. 
That there be no business session in con- 
nection with it, and that much attention 
bo given to the young Christians—they 
being encouraged to take a part in each 
meeting. The Sunday afternoon meeting 
should be made more aggressive in its na- 
ture, and through it, with personal and 
printed invitations, effort should be made 
to roach unconverted young men and 
bring them to hear the Gospel as declared 
by the leader and his several assistants, 
not forgetting to extend a warm greeting 
to all who may be pleased to attend. The 
meeting on Saturday afternoon for the 
study of the International S. S. lesson 
should be made so valuable that no S. S. 
teacher could afford to miss it, if it were 
possible to attend. The committee should 
endeavor to secure teachers who will con- 
duct the lessons for at least one month 
continuously. This will have a tendency 
to connect tbe lessons better, and be more 
profitublo to the teachers. 


In regard to our social work, we would 


recommend that an effort be made to re- 
sume tho mnnthly sooidbles as soon as 
practicable; nud that the ladies associa- 
ted with UH bo asked to take charge of 
this department of our work. It is desir- 
able that these sociables be conducted, 
not so much ns a means of attracting 
young mou to the rooms, but to furnish 
a social and instructive evening to the 
members and further enlist them in a 
common interest.

to got your members together and im- 
press upon them definite plans for the ac- 
complishment of the work to be done. 


And iu conclusion we would recommend 


that the attention of all the members be 
called more frequently to the importance 
of personal work among young men. 
Trusting that the blessing of our Lord 
and Master may continue to rest upon 
you nnd your work, ns it has dose in the 
past, and is evidently doing now, I sub- 
mit this, your General Secretary's report 
for tho month of May, 1883.
